Our reac- 
tion to the Hungarian tragedy, by the

In this manner, the West has tacitly 
accepted the Kremlin's rules for. coex- - 
istence. ‘These are: ia} that we cannot 
even support a legitimate government 
struggling to be free, as in Hungary, 
on their side of the fine that divides 
the world; and (b) that the Kremlin 
can freely attack any conveniently vul- 
nerable position on our side of the line. 

If these rules for coexistence are 
now approved by President Eisenhower 
in his talks with Khrushchev, and -if 
they are then confirmed by. the Presi- - 
dent's successor, the predictable outcome 
is the West's final and total defeat in 
the cold war. That is the: fact now 
glaring us in the face.
